Westman Jams 


Big Jams verses Small Jams 

Westman Jams hosts several types of Jams. There is the Month-end Sunday Jam 
held at the Community Hall on the last Sunday of the month in Sprucewoods, 
Manitoba & the Legion Jam which is hosted by the Brandon branch of the Royal 
Canadian Legion and Westman Jams. These are large jams, often with as many as 
twenty local musicians in attendance. All the stops are pulled out. Five or six vocal 
mikes and two Instrumental mikes, a sound board and monitors and huge speak¬ 
ers are all set up for the show. These are the jams that most of us are familiar 
with. 

Then there is the Coffee House Jams held at the Shilo Inn in Sprucewoods in the 
evening on the second Wednesday of the month. This is a much smaller jam, often 
with as few as seven or eight musicians and singers in attendance. The sound 
equipment consists of one mike and a small amplifier. The audience is likely to be 
no larger than five or six listeners. These jams can be quite a bit larger in size but 
most are, perhaps, only slightly bigger than this. There are also house jams, 
which are hosted by individual folks you invite local jammers to come over and sit 
down in their living room for an afternoon or evening of music. 

Which type of jam is best? Well, the truth is, neither. Each has it’s own benefits. 
Larger Jams bring in a larger audience, so if you like to stand out from the crowd, 
the big jam offers the best opportunity to do this. There are more varied instru¬ 
ments, in these settings, so your backup can include more types of instruments. 
And you are more likely to see all of your friends at the event. 

The smaller jams are more intimate with the musicians seated closer together and, 
although there is less sound equipment, the room is smaller and one Mike and an 
amplifier is often quite adequate for the task. The rules are generally more relaxed 
and the atmosphere feels more like a social event with more visiting and chatting 
going on. One thing that a small jam definitely has in its favor is that you don’t 
have ten guitarist all playing at once, in the background. A musical group of seven 
or eight musicians is most ideal when playing music.

This month, we will return to learning a new companion 
chord. Companion chords are extra chords that can be added to 
major keys. These chords add a whole new dimension to the mu¬ 
sic. The A7sus4 chord is useful anywhere that you are utilizing the 
D-major chord. 



The A7sus4 Chord

The A7sus4 is a modification of the D-major chord. By simply 
dropping your 4th finger onto the 6th string in the 3rd fret turning 
the D-major Chord into the A7sus4. This chord is an ideal rhythm 
chord in the key of D-major. Combine this transition with the 
Hammer-down procedure and you have a combination of the two 
chords that makes an excellent addition to root-string rhythm 
chording. 


There is no need to lift the 2nd finger off the 6th string in the 
2nd fret as the 4th finger covers that string ahead of the 2nd fret. 
With one finger dropping onto one string you change the whole 
nature of the D-major chord. It‘s just that easy and it adds so much 
to your music. With a little practice, this will become a simple and 
quick change back and forth between these two chords. Why not 
give this trick a try?
